The newspaper accused the Or­ 
thodox clergy of getting rich by 
selling holy water and holy un­ 
guents which were in reality noth­ 
ing but tap water and ordinary 
vaseline 
After listing such charges Trud 
demanded “ Is it not high time to 
put an end to it?" 
Trud's attack on the Orthodox 
clergy came as the faithful and 
curious flocked to colorful Easter 
services at Moscow's two dozen 
Orthodox churches. 
The churches were jammed all 
day as worshippers brought in 
paschal—'easter'—loaves and col­ 
ored eggs to be blessed by the 
priests

admitting Negroes to its dining 
rooms the same day 
An official of the fourth store 
involved in the picketing, Stewart 
& Co , refused to comment on the 
lifting of the color harrier at the 
other establishments.

'Tirode Offensive' 
^Hostly Propaganda 


Claims continue to pour from the Soviet 
I nion that its trade offensive is out-stripping 
Western growth The West recognizes the Krem­ 
lin s claims as an attempt to extract the last dol­ 
lar s worth of propaganda value from each dollar 
of trade, but there are large areas of the world 
in which the claims are accepted at face value. 
Unless one catches the statistics so freely float­ 
ing from Moscow onto a piece of paper, they can 
sound impressive. 
Russia boasts, for example, that its export 
business has increased 125 per cent during the 
last IO years, while that of the West has increas­ 
ed only 103 per cent. The inference is that 4he 
Soviet Union has achieved an annual rate of 
trade growth better than 20 per cent higher 
than the free world Obviously, say Red statisti­ 
cians, such a tremendous trade increase will 
shortly swamp Western competitors in world 
markets. 
The Russians gleefully present their figuies. 
This is what they show: 
During the decade beginning in 1950. Rus­ 
sian exports increased from $2 billion to 34.5 
billion (125 per cent): Western Europe interna­ 
tional sales gained from $20 billion to $43 billion 
(115 per centi, and United States exports rose 
from $10 billion to $17.5 billion (75 per cent). 
The total for all concerned for the period was an 
increase from $32 billion to $65 .billion, or 103 
per cent. 
The Russians have made a slightly faster 
gain than the free world, but have they really 
increased their share of world trade by 20 per 
cent? Not at all. The $2 billion Russian export 
value in 1950 was 6 3 per cent of the $32 billion 
total. Its $4 5 billion trade today is 6 9 per cent 
of the $65 billion total. Moscow has increased its 
share of world trade not 20 per cent, but one- 
half of one per cent. 
Any increase in the Russian percentage 
should ring fire bells in free world markets, but 
a one-half of one per cent increase in a 10-year 
period is hardly a phenomenal return on an all- 
out trade offensive to capture any and all pio- 
speetive customers, even if it meant — which it 
frequently did — selling Communist goods at a 
loss.

How To Run A Convention 


The two political parties are not associations in the 
sense that m em bers attend them and vote a.-* individ- 
• 


bU. They are bodies of delegations chosen by various 
c u te s . Cdfh state determ ining the m ethod ot .-elec­ 
tion. Some delegations vote a* a body 'th e unit ru le ': 
other delegations are hound, for a num ber ot ballots. 
to be faithful to a particular candidate; other delega­ 
tions are uninstructed 
Those who attend conventions as delegates are not 
(he greatest men in a particular party — most of tho*e 
ait on the platform or in boxes. The delegates are 
usually party hacks, locally chosen by political leaders 
eith er because of their services to the local party or­ 
ganizations or because of then contributions to the 
party. It is very rare for a delegate to be independent 
of his party leaders W henever a leader w ant- to. h*> 
calls a caucus and there any independent ideas which 
m ay beset a delegate are driven out ot his mind 
It has often been suggested, but the idea has 
never been permitted to go far, that voting for 
candidates in the convention be done by a secret 
ballot. We elect Presidents, Governors, members 
of Congress, almost everybody by a secret ballot 
but at conventions a delegation is voted in public 
or when each delegate is polled, as it is called, 
it is by a viva voce vole. That is. the delegate 
gets up and shouts his vote — nowadays over a 
microphone. 
A secret ballot would change the nature oi the con­ 
vention. In the fir*t place, the favorite .son gim m ick 
which is a w aste of tim e would probably disappear. 
The favorite son gim m ick ha- two function* 
one, it 
advertises a G overnor or a Senator to the nation and 
it m ight possibly give such a person a chance to run 
for Vice President, although that us not too likely: the 
other function of this device is that it give* the leader­ 
ship of a particular delegation an opportunity to b ar­ 
gain for deals 
It will be recalled th at in the 1932 Republican Con­ 
vention when Senator Robert A. Taft and G eneral 
E isenhow er were contesting for the nom ination, the 
C alifornia delegation, pledged to Governor E arl W ar­ 
ren. w as known to have decided to hold out to the 
bitter end for W arren. 
At one period of the convention, before the actual 
voting started, it looked as though W arren held the 
balance of power and he was being im portuned by 
both sides not to vote tor the other. As an instance 
of captive delegations, reference can be m ade to Gov­ 
ernor John Fine of Pennsylvania, now forgotten po­ 
litically, who was presum ed to control 30 votes which 
both Mde were seeking. The Governor him self could 
not be found. He had m ade his bargain, w hatever it 


was. 
The secret ballot would obviate ail th o

The platform is usually 
drawn up by a committee of one representative 
from each state. Few who serve on such commit­ 
tees know what they are doing. There are sub­ 
comm ittees and some of them hire experts. 
The platform s are badly w ritten and badly edited 
cum ents I have recently gone over about a dozen of

they are w orthless docum ents, unrealistically

incapable of being im plem ented, couched in 
jninspired language.
